Complaints by western farmers of 
inability to obtain cars for grain 
shipment have been numerous. Nev- 
erthele.ss, out of a total crpp of 240,- 
000,000 "bushels of wheat, ^ome 142, 
000,000 bushels had been inspected up 
to the middle- ef November. This rep¬ 
resents 60,643 cars, as compared with 
49,912 cars at the corresponding date 
a year ago. Price declines, however, 
have caused farmers to hold a larger 
portion of their grain in store. In the 
terminal elevators, at the head of the 
Great Lakes, wheat stocks op 20th 
ultmo were nearly 16,000,000 bushels, 
as compared with 4,500,000 bushels a 
year ago. In the epuntr^ elevators 
stocks are accumulating and at many 
point.® lact of elevator space prevents 
delivery by farmers. Coarse grains, 
however, have moved out more readily.
